Why Black People Own Guns 

HuffPost spoke with 11 black gun 
owners to figure out what gun 
ownership means in a country 
determined to keep its black 
populace unarmed.

As much as America loves her 
guns, she has never liked the idea of 
seeing them in black hands. 

Before the Revolutionary War, 
colonial Virginia passed a law barring 
black people from owning firearms — 
an exercise in gun control as racial 
control. In 1857, in his notorious Dred 
Scott decision, Chief Justice Roger 
Taney summoned the specter of black 
people freely enjoying the right to “keep 
and carry arms wherever they went.” 
Surely, he argued, the founders were 
not “so forgetful or regardless of their 
own safety” to permit such a thing. 
When black people armed themselves 
against white supremacist attacks 
following the Civil War, Southern state 
governments passed “black codes” 
barring them from owning guns. After 
the Black Panthers open carried to 
signal to California police officers that 
they would defend themselves against 
racial attacks in the late ’60s, then-Gov. 
Ronald Reagan signed a state ban on 
open carry into law. 

So what does black gun 
ownership mean in a country so 
determined to keep its black populace 
unarmed? Since the 2016 election, 
interest in firearms has supposedly 
ticked upward in the black community. 
Gun shops and clubs link the interest to 
a desire for self-protection against the 
white supremacists emboldened by 
President Donald Trump’s election. 

HuffPost spoke to 11 black 
gun owners about their reasons for 
owning a firearm. Trump was a non¬ 


factor. Instead, they talked about 
wanting to protect themselves out of 
fear that no one else would. They 
talked about their anxieties during 
interactions with the police and their 
complex views on gun regulation. 
Where gun advocates often adduce the 
imaginary heroics of a hypothetical 
active-shooter scenario to their 
arguments, the black gun owners we 
talked to referred to specific incidents, 
specific provocations — as if redlined, 
too, out of the fantasyland of American 
gun culture. And most of them returned 
to a sentiment as old as the nation 
itself: that owning firearms is a rebellion 
against a system bent on keeping them 
out of the hands of black folks.... 

Maj Toure, Philadelphia, an 
activist and entrepreneur who founded 
Black Guns Matter, never discusses 
what firearms he owns. 

“America would not have 
even been created without firearms.” 
Toure said. “Some people say it’s a 
contradiction for me as an African- 
American man to have a position: 
‘When they wrote the Second 
Amendment, they didn’t mean it for 
you.’ I don’t give a fuck who they meant 
it for. It’s mine now.”

How to get your hands on a 
historic M1911 pistol from the 
US Army stockpile 

Americans will soon have 
the rare opportunity to get their hands 
on a historic military gun, the .45 
caliber Ml 911 combat pistol. 

The 1911 is one of the most 
sought-after handgun models in the 
country. The legendary pistol was used 
in World War I. Most of the vintage 
handguns in storage were made before 
1945. 


President Trump is 
expected to soon sign off on a bill 
greenlighting the Army to make 
available for sale a limited number to 
American civilians. 

From Colt to Springfield 
Armory, the Ml 911 was made by a 
range of American gunmakers. There 
will be a full spectrum available, 
ranging from brand spanking new 
pistols to ones with visible battle scars. 

The Army will make the pistols 
available through the government- 
chartered Civilian Marksmanship 
Program or CMP. The release will be 
limited to only several thousand in 
2018. 

Once CMP receives 10,000 
orders, the would-be purchaser names 
will be loaded into a “Random Number 
Generator” and each person will be 
assigned a number. 

So get your paperwork in and 
be one of the lucky few to own a piece 
of meaningful military history. 

This pistol was used by the 
U.S. Army for about 75 years. A variant 
of the Ml911 is still by the U.S. Marine 
Corps. 

Back in 1911, the U.S. military 
chose the Ml 911 as the standard-issue 
sidearm. The iconic single- action, 
semi-automatic weapon remained the 
official sidearm until 1986 when it was 
replaced by the Beretta M9. It is 
chambered for the .45 ACP cartridge 
and magazine fed. 

In recent weapons news, the 
Army replaced the Beretta M9 with the 
Sig Sauer MHS, Modular Handgun 
System.

Gun control: The assault on 
Congress by the medical 
journals (Part 2 — JAMA)

In a recent editorial, “Death 
by gun violence — A public health 
crisis,” twelve editors of the Journal of 
the American Medical Association 
(JAMA) lambasted Congress for not 
dealing with gun violence as a public 
health issue and guns as viruses that 
need eradicating. The editorial was 
laden with errors. For example, 
consider the following claim: 

“Guns do not make 
individuals, their families, or homes 
safer and they result in far more deaths 
to loved ones than to an intruder 
intending to cause harm.” -- Arthur 
Kellermann and Donald T. Reay, The 
New England Journal of Medicine 
(NEJM), in 1986. 

Flowever, the NEJM article 
has been refuted by a number of 
independent investigators, including 
Prof. Gary Kleck of Florida State 
University and criminologist Don B. 
Kates and associates. As a result Dr. 
Kellermann was heavily criticized in 
1996, defunded and restricted from 
conducting gun studies by the CDC. 

Next the JAMA editorial 
claims that the U.S. has a high suicide 
rate because of easy gun availability. 
They write: “Often forgotten is that 
60.7% of the gun deaths in 2015 in the 
U.S. were suicides... guns will result in 
suicidal deaths well over 90% of the 
time, whereas ingestion of pills or wrist 
cutting will be unsuccessful more than 
90% of the time. The majority of people 
who try to commit suicide but survive 
the attempt will not go on to die from 
suicide; if the attempt is with a gun, 
there will be no second chance at life.” 

While a gun is a very 
effective method of suicide, people in 
other countries commit suicide equally 
as effectively by other methods and at 
higher rates than in the U.S. If guns 
were the cause of suicide we would be 
ahead of all other countries in suicide 
rates. But that is not the case. The 
latest figures (2016) show that Japan 
ranks 26th in International Suicide 
Rates, at 19.7 per 100,000. Americans 
rank 48th and the rate is 14.3 per 
100,000. Norway, Sweden, Belgium, 
Flungary, and many other European 
countries have higher rates of suicide 
than the U.S.; all of them have stricter 
gun laws. The World Health 
Organization blames suicides on 
depression, a mental health crisis 
afflicting all countries and cultures. 

The JAMA editorialists 
state, “As with any epidemic, 


prevention is important. Physicians and 
others should ask about guns in the 
home, especially for high-risk patients, 
and advise about removal and safe 
storage.” Dr. Timothy Wheeler, Past 
Director of Doctors for Responsible 
Gun Ownership (DRGO) considers it 
an ethical boundary violation and an 
invasion of patient privacy for a 
physician to initiate and conduct 
interrogations that pry into the gun 
ownership of the patient, especially in 
this age of electronic medical records. 
DRGO has initiated a referral service, 
2Adoc.com, “that will connect patients 
with healthcare providers who respect 
their Second Amendment rights and 
who won’t engage in anti-gun activism 
in the patient exam room.” 

I was one of the four 
experts, who testified to the 
congressional committee that lead to 
the gun research “ban” in 1996. These 
restrictions were and remain the correct 
steps, as public policy research should 
be based on sound scholarship and 
science with consideration of 
constitutional issues, and not on 
emotionalism, political ideology, and 
pseudoscience.

Commission (“the Commission”) was 
created by the Sentencing Reform Act 
provisions of the Comprehensive Crime 
Control Act of 1984. The Commission 
collects data regarding every felony 
and class A misdemeanor offense 
sentenced each year. Sentencing 
courts are statutorily required to submit 
five sentencing documents to the 
Commission within 30 days of entry of 
judgment in a criminal case. The 
Commission analyzes these 
documents and collects information of 
interest and importance to policy¬ 
makers and the federal criminal justice 
community. 

Select highlights from FY 
[fiscal year] 2016 data are outlined 
below: 

* In FY 2016, the courts reported 
67,742 felony and Class A 
misdemeanor cases to the 
Commission. This represents a 
decrease of 3,261 cases from the prior 
fiscal year. 

*The race of federal offenders 
remained largely unchanged from prior 
years. In FY 2016, 53.3 percent of all 
offenders were Hispanic, 22.3 percent 
were White, 20.4 percent were Black, 
and 4.0 percent were of another race.

‘2018 DACA fight will 
determine the nature of our 
country’ 

Rep. Dave Brat (R-VA) made 
his comments on Friday’s edition of 
SiriusXM’s Breitbart News Tonight in 
an interview with Breitbart News’s 
Senior Editor-at-Large Rebecca 
Mansour. 

America will resemble 
“France, Sweden, Germany, [or] the 
Netherlands” in the absence of 
enacting an immigration system “for the 
benefit of American citizens and U.S. 
workers,” said Brat. 

Immigration is a top-priority 
issue, said Brat: “This is not like any 
other policy issue. This will determine 
the nature of our country over the next 
decades in how we settle this. Either 
we’re going to add to the anxiety and 
all this hate-filled back and forth, or we 
find an economic solution for this 
country moving forward.” 

Brat discussed Congress’s 
considerations to codify the Obama 
administration’s Deferred Action for 
Childhood Arrivals (DACA) policy into 
federal law. 

Congress must prioritize four 
repairs for the immigration system 
before contemplating any DACA-style 
amnesty negotiation, said Brat: 1. 
Ending chain migration and the visa 
lottery; 2. Mandating employer use of 
E-Verify; 3. Construction of a southern 
border wall; and 4. Interior enforcement 
of immigration law. 

The four aforementioned 
“permanent fixes” must precede any 
DACA negotiation regarding amnesty 
for illegal immigrants, said Brat: “It 
shouldn’t be about trusting or hoping, 
the permanent part has to come first, 
you see in that place and then you 
negotiate later....” 

“You need permanent fixes to 
the broken immigration system before 
any DACA negotiation takes place, 
because DACA is an automatic and 
permanent three million increase. So 
DACA’s 700,000 times three or four, 
and that gives you the three million, 
and that’s permanent, so you don’t trust 
anything. Our side always gets rolled, 
we get promises for internal 
enforcement. Obama was all in favor of 
that, right? He even added spending, 
more agents, more this, more that, and 
then he said, ‘Hey, agents that we just 
hired? Don’t follow the law of land.’ He 




told them not to enforce the law,” Brat 
said.

U.S. Slashes UN Budget by 
$225 Million

a $285 million cut in the United Nations'

The U.S. contributes 
approximately 22 percent of the U.N.

Foreign Policy reported: “U.S. 
officials in Washington and New York 
learned during the past week that they 
will be asked to find ways to cut 
spending on obligatory and voluntary 
U.N. programs by 50 to 60 percent 
from the International Organization 
Affairs Bureau’s account. State 
Department officials, for instance, were 
told that they should try to identify up to 
$1 billion in cuts in the U.N. 
peacekeeping budget, according to one 
source. The U.S. provides about $2.5 
billion per year to fund peacekeepers.”

“Tyranny, like hell, is not 
easily conquered; yet we have this 
consolation with us that the harder the 
conflict, the more glorious the triumph.” 
- “The American Crisis,” December, 
1776. 

“The American Crisis” was 
written anonymously by Thomas Paine, 
an aide-de-camp to American General 
Nathanael Greene. It was immediately 
published in the Pennsylvania Journal, 
Dec. 23, 1776. 

General George Washington 
was so moved by “The American 


Crisis” that he ordered it read out loud 
to his troops, rallying them not to 
disperse at the end of the year when 
their six-month enlistment was up, and 
to have courage before the Battle of 
Trenton. Not having a table in camp, 
Paine used the head of a drum for his 
desk. 

In “The American Crisis,” 
Thomas Paine wrote: “These are the 
times that try men’s souls. The summer 
soldier and the sunshine patriot will, in 
this crisis, shrink from the service of 
their country; but he that stands by it 
now, deserves the love and thanks of 
man and woman. Tyranny, like hell, is 
not easily conquered; yet we have this 
consolation with us, that the harder the 
conflict, the more glorious the triumph. 
What we obtain too cheap, we esteem 
too lightly. ... Heaven knows how to put 
a price upon its goods; and it would be 
strange indeed if so celestial an article 
as freedom should not be highly rated. 

Paine went on: “Britain, with 
an army to enforce her tyranny, has 
declared that she has a right (not only 
to tax) but ‘to bind us in all cases 
whatsoever,’ and if ... that ... is not 
slavery, then is there not such a thing 
as slavery. ... So unlimited a power can 
belong only to God. ... God Almighty 
will not give up a people to military 
destruction ...who have so earnestly ... 
sought to avoid the calamities of war. 
... Neither have I so much of the infidel 
in me, as to suppose that He has 
relinquished the government of the 
world ... to the care of devils. ... I 
cannot see on what grounds the king of 
Britain can look up to heaven for help 
against us: a common murderer, a 
highwayman, ora house-breaker. ...” 

Paine wrote further: “‘Tis 
surprising to see how rapidly a panic 
will sometimes run through a country. 
All nations and ages have been subject 
to them. Britain has trembled like an 
ague (fever) at the report of a French 
fleet of flat-bottomed boats; and in the 
(fifteenth) century the whole English 
army, after ravaging the kingdom of 
France, was driven back like men 
petrified with fear ... by a few broken 
forces ... headed by a woman, Joan of 
Arc. Would that heaven might inspire 
some Jersey maid to spirit up her 
countrymen, and save her fair fellow 
sufferers from ravage and ravishment! 

Paine added: “I am as 
confident as I am that God governs the 
world, that America will never be happy 
till she gets clear of foreign dominion. 
... Let it be told to the future world, that 
in the depth of winter, when nothing but 
hope and virtue could survive, that ... 
the country, alarmed at one common 




danger, came forth to ... to repulse it. 
... Throw not the burden of the day 
upon Providence, but ‘show your faith 
by your works,’ that God may bless

Anti-sharia laws proliferate as 
Trump strikes hostile note on 
Muslims

Anti-sharia legislation is 
spreading in state legislatures across 
the US. 

In 2017 there were 23 new 
bills introduced in 18 states attempting 
to prohibit the practice of Islamic 
religious law, or sharia, in US courts. 
The rash of new bills brings the total 
number of such legislative efforts since 
2010 to 217 in 43 states, according to 
the Haas Institute at UC Berkeley 
which monitors the anti-sharia 
movement. 

Legal experts point out that 
the bills are superfluous, as the US 
constitution is the supreme law of the 
land and any foreign laws are 
subservient to it. Sharia itself is less a 
set of laws than religious guidelines, 
one of which requires Muslims to be 
law-abiding according to the rules of 
whichever country they find 
themselves. 

But Elsadig Elsheikh, director 
of the global justice program at the 
Haas Institute that carried out the 
research, said the purpose of the bills 
was to spread fear about Muslims living 
in America and to portray them as 
untrustworthy and out of step with 
American values. 

Of the 23 bills introduced to 
state legislatures this year, only two 
became law - in Arkansas and Texas. 
Four new states joined the growing list 
of legislatures where anti-sharia 
legislation has been attempted: 
Colorado, Connecticut, North Dakota 
and Wisconsin. 

Heidi Beirich, an expert on 
anti-Muslim hate groups at the 
Southern Poverty Law Center, sees the 
rash of state bills as signs that the 
provocative language coming out of 
Trump’s circle is having an impact. 

The anti-sharia movement 
became a force in the US after 2010 in 
the wake of the furor over the plan to 
open a Muslim community center in 
downtown Manhattan. Islamophobes 
led by Pamela Geller dubbed it the 
“Ground Zero mosque” and said it was 
a “beachhead for Islamic 
supremacism”. 

Further fuel was poured on 
the anti-sharia fire by the Birther 
movement - with Trump as one of its 


most prominent advocates - that 
promulgated the conspiracy theory that 
President Obama was a Muslim. 

Since 2010 a concerted 
network has been created pushing anti¬ 
sharia bills in state legislatures. An anti- 
Muslim lawyer, David Yerushalmi, gave 
a boost to the efforts by composing 
draft legislation called the American 
Laws for American Courts, Alac, that 
has provided the template for at least 
140 of the bills that have been 
introduced. 

Most of the recent bills are 
careful not to refer overtly to sharia or 
Islam, as to do so would be to expose 
the legislation to the scrutiny of federal 
courts on grounds of religious 
discrimination. Instead, they talk of 
“foreign laws” being banned in US 
jurisdictions. 

Amid the ongoing push for 
legislation, observers of the trend see 
some cause for optimism. The fact that 
only two of the bills passed out of 23 
this year is evidence in itself that the 
anti-sharia movement is fighting an 
uphill battle. 

Many of the most virulent 
Islamophobes around Trump - notably 
Steve Bannon, Michael Flynn and 
Sebastian Gorka - have all been forced 
out of the White House. 

The number of bills in 2017 
did not reach the 2011 peak in the 
wake of the Manhattan controversy of 
56 pieces of legislation, according to 
the Haas Institute. 

“There has been a healthy 
mobilization of the Muslim community 
who are becoming more engaged and 
less apologetic, especially second- 
generation Muslims. They are more 
determined to demand their rights,” 
Elsheikh said. — www.theguardian.com

Outrage in Turkey after state 
agency says girls can marry 
from age 9 

Turkey’s religious affairs state 
agency came under heavy criticism on 
Thursday after it said girls as young as 
nine could marry under Islamic law. 

The Diyanet religious affairs 
directorate said on Tuesday the 
minimum age for girls to marry was 
nine, while for boys it was 12. 

The post, which took the form 
of an explanatory statement on Islamic 
law, has since been taken down, after a 
backlash from the main opposition 
party and women’s rights groups. 

The head of the High 
Commission of Religious Affairs Ekrem 
Keles on Thursday told Hurriyet that 


the earliest age for a girl to marry is 17 
and 18 for a boy. 

The ministry said it had “never 
and will never approve early marriages” 
in a statement, saying it was only 
defining Islamic law.

I don’t own any of these 
products, but considering the quality of 
the information on their webpage, 
they’re probably pretty good. As an 
example, check out their “Emergency 
Preparedness Basics” in the 
emergency preparedness section. 
Immaculate. 

The Firearm Blog isn’t a 
prepper blog per se, but it’s filled with 
detailed reviews of guns and 




accessories, many of which will be of 
great interest to those with a self- 
dependent mindset. Yeah, a lot of the 
articles are influenced by the firearms 
industry; but if you read the voluminous 
comment section at the bottom of each 
article, the gun experts in commentary 
will set you right. 

Be a generalist prepper; but 
use the best specialty sites for 
information, education and product 
selection.

‘White genocide for 
Christmas’ Drexel professor 
resigns

The student, who remains 
unnamed, shared the following 
description of Ponce.

It is a full of cultural marxists 
who seem to dislike the idea of free 
speech. It is called Diablo Valley 
College. This is the college where the 
insane Bike Locke guy Philosophy 
Professor Eric Clanton once taught. It 
is also filled with Anti White and Anti 
American teachers. The Campus had 
unfortunately declared itself a 
sanctuary campus. Their is a teacher 
named Albert Ponce who is a active 
supporter of La Raza and other 
organizations who want to give 
California over to Mexico. He recently 
gave a presentation where the talks 
about “whiteness” and bringing down 
“white democracy”. He grades students 
down and fails them if they don’t agree 
with him. 

“He requires students to go to 
2 of his so called lecture speech events 
outside of class.

Survivors of 1993 Waco siege 
describe what happened

April 19, 1993, marked the 
51st day of a standoff between federal 
agents and members of an apocalyptic 
religious sect called the Branch 
Davidians, who had barricaded 


themselves in their compound outside 
Waco, Texas. 

The siege began on Feb. 28, 
1993, when 76 agents from the Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms 
arrived at the Mount Carmel Center 
compound with a search warrant to 
look for illegal weapons. A shootout 
ensued, killing four ATF agents and six 
Davidians. 

“Everyone thinks that we’re 
monsters, that we attacked innocent 
people,” said FBI agent Robert Elder. 
“We didn’t drive up there and start 
shooting and killing people. We 
responded with deadly force because 
deadly force was used against us.” 

The Branch Davidians had 
stockpiled food, water, firearms and 
gas masks for weeks. Within the first 
five days, 21 children were released. 
On April 19, 1993, federal agents 
began moving towards the compound 
with modified tanks and firing tear gas. 

“The tank came into the front 
doors, the two double doors... and they 
just blew everything back,” said 
Thibodeau, who was inside the 
compound when the agents stormed in. 

Around 12 p.m., four hours 
into the tear gas operation, a set of 
fires broke out within the compound. 
The fire moved quickly engulfing 
everything in flames. 

Davidians can be heard 
discussing “the lighting of fires” in 
bugging devices that the FBI had 
smuggled inside. An overhead aerial 
infrared camera shows the fire starting 
simultaneously in three different 
locations and a Congressional 
investigation concluded that sect leader 
David Koresh and his followers set the 
fire themselves. 

Despite this evidence, 
speculation over whether federal 
agents or the Davidians are 
responsible for the fire continues. 
Conspiracy theorists are likely spurred 
on by government missteps during the 
raid and the subsequent standoff. 
Thibodeau and others are still adamant 
that the fault remains with the FBI. 

Davidians had a bunker that 
they practiced going into “in the event 
that the end of the world were coming” 
said Joann Vaega, 6 years old at the 
time. 

The remains of 18 children 
and nine women were later found 
inside this bunker vault. The majority 
had died of smoke inhalation. 

In the end, about 80 people, 
including more than 20 children, died in 
the fire. Only nine people survived. 

But for many of the agents, 
when it comes to the tragedy now 




known as the Waco massacre, it’s the 
children’s deaths they think about most. 

“These children being killed, 
that didn’t have to happen. David 
Koresh is the cause of why it all 
happened,” Robert Elder said.

Judge dismisses federal 
charges against Nevada 
rancher who calls himself ‘a 
political prisoner’

A federal judge on Monday 
dismissed criminal charges against 
Nevada rancher Cliven Bundy, who 
rose to national prominence during his 
armed standoff with government 
authorities in 2014 as he challenged 
their authority over federal lands. 

The dismissal was the latest 
defeat for government officials 
prosecuting Bundy and his relatives in 
connection with a pair of showdowns 
with federal authorities, first on Bundy’s 
home turf and then, two years later, 
when his sons led an armed takeover 
of an Oregon wildlife refuge. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
Gloria Navarro dismissed the case 
against the rancher, two of his sons 
and a Montana militiaman, just three 
weeks after she declared a mistrial in 
the case against Bundy. Navarro had 
ruled that government lawyers 
suppressed key evidence that would 
have been favorable to the defendants’ 
case — including suppression of 
evidence from FBI surveillance 
cameras recording the Bundy family 
home and the presence of federal 
snipers around the property ahead of 
the standoff, among other omissions. 

Prosecutors had argued that 
they did not withhold material 
maliciously, but instead were prompted 
by “threats to witnesses and the speed 
at which personal information can 
spread on social media.” But an 
attorney for Ammon Bundy, one of the 
rancher’s sons, decried the government 
for failing to turn over “a motherload of 
exculpatory information.” 

Two of Bundy’s other sons 
continue to face trial over the 2014 


standoff in rural Bunkerville, Nev. 

Bundy had refused a 
conditional release last month on any 
conditions suggesting he was guilty. 

Conservation and 

environmental advocates quickly railed 
against the judge’s decision, which they 
said could embolden others to engage 
in standoffs against federal authorities 
who try to protect public lands. Michael 
Blumm, a professor at Lewis & Clark 
Law School in Portland and a scholar 
on environmental and public lands 
laws, said he feared the acquittals of 
people involved in the standoffs in 
Oregon and Nevada could lead to 
similar confrontations elsewhere. 

J.J. MacNab, an author and 
researcher who specializes in 
extremism, also said it was likely the 
judge’s dismissal could just lead others 
to engage in their own confrontations. 

“Cliven Bundy became a 
figurehead for the movement after the 
government backed down in April 
2014,” MacNab said. “Now, he’s a full- 
fledged folk hero. He fought the law 
and he won.” 

At the height of the Oregon 
occupation, authorities pulled over 
some of the group’s leaders when they 
traveled outside the refuge. Robert 
“LaVoy” Finicum, a 54-year-old rancher 
who acted as the group’s spokesman, 
was fatally shot during the January 
2016 encounter. Authorities said the 
shooting was justified, but last year a 
special agent with an elite FBI team 
was indicted and accused of firing 
shots during that episode and then 
trying to cover it up.~

Hawaiians were faced with a 
similar question Saturday morning after 
a false emergency alert warning. 

To survive you'll want to find 
shelter as quickly as possible to avoid 
nuclear fallout, preferably a concrete 
basement. 


You’ll need a few items to 
hunker down for a few days, including 
water, food, your cell phone or radio, so 
you can hear emergency broadcasts. 

If you're trying to take survival 
to the next level, capitalists have a 
solution to everything. 

Take Costco’s 1-year 
emergency food kit for $999.99, 
including shipping. 

It is made up of nearly 100 
cans — 1-gallon each and making 
6,200 servings. 

The cans, the company said, 
will last up to 25 years. 

Walmart offers emergency 
food storage kits for two days, three 
days, a month, and a year that sell for 
$25.88 to $1,290.99. 

The customers are "working 
people who fear for their lives," said 
Ken Dalto, a retail expert with Kenneth 
J. Dalto in Bingham Farms, Mich. 

He referred to hurricanes 
which battered Texas, Louisiana, 
Florida and Puerto Rico. "You add to 
that climate change, and terrorism, and 
the idea of nuclear war, which is very 
much in the news with North Korea, 
and they can develop a missile that 
might be able to hit California — even 
Seattle.” 

Adam Lovett, a salesman at 
Harry's Army Surplus in Dearborn, Mich 
said people are seeking to buy fire- 
starters, such as flint and steel strikers 
or waterproof matches; water purifiers, 
such as filters and chemical tablets, 
and simple outdoor shelters such as 
tents and lean-to devices. 

Some people, he added, are 
even seeking survival kits in backpacks 
in case they have to leave their homes 
in a hurry. Those run less than $100. 

Still, academics say no matter 

how convincing businesses are 

sometimes it makes sense to invest 

more in information than in stuff. 

Brian Bierley, director of 
media relations at Oakland University 
in Rochester, Mich said, "Instead of 
buying these meals ready to eat that 
can be put in storage for 25 years, I'd 
arm myself with education and 

knowledge."
